A PENSIONER has died and a 
biker has been arrested 
following a collision in Harlow. 

Essex Police are appealing for 
information after the crash 
which took place in Cambridge 
Road, just past Harlow Mill. 

A blue and white Suzuki 
motorbike was in collision with 


an 82-year-old man at about 
4.35pm on Tuesday, (October 3). 

The elderly pedestrian was 
taken to hospital but died a few 
hours later. 

Dangerous 

A 29-year-old man from 
London has been arrested on 
suspicion of causing death by 
dangerous driving and remains 
in custody. 


Officers are looking for 
anyone who saw a blue and 
white motorbike on Cambridge 
Road between 4 and 4.40pm to 
come forward. 

An elderly resident, who lives 
in Honeymeade and did not wish 
to be named, said: “I am not 
surprised. The motorbikes on 
this road, they drive at 
breakneck speed. They really are 
dangerous. 


“There is a signpost on that 
road that says ‘Think Bike’. 

“They don’t think at all about 
pedestrians who might be 
crossing the road, or other 
vehicles.”

Appeal by 
police over 
Barrymore 
arrest cash 


thrown out

AN APPEAL from Essex Police 
against the finding that entertain¬ 
er Michael Barrymore is to get 
“more than nominal damages” for 
wrongful arrest has been rejec¬ 
ted. 

Barrymore was detained by 
Essex Police 10 years ago on sus¬ 
picion of the rape and murder of 
Stuart Lubbock and is claiming 
£2.5 million in damages for 
wrongful arrest that he says des¬ 
troyed his career. 

Body 

Lubbock’s body was found in 
the swimming pool of Mr Bar¬ 
rymore’s mansion in Roydon, 
Essex, in 2001. 

A post-mortem examination 
revealed that Mr Lubbock had 
suffered serious internal injuries 
which indicated that he had been

sexually assaulted and that he 
may have been held down under 
water. 

An inquest into his death con¬ 
cluded an open verdict in 2002. 

Mr Barrymore, 65, who is 
remembered as the presenter for

the game show Strike It Lucky, 
was arrested in 2007 in connec¬ 
tion with Mr Lubbock’s death. 

He was never charged and 
always insisted his innocence. He 
told the High Court in August this 
year that he sought to sue Essex 
Police. 

Essex Police admitted the 
arrest of Barrymore and three 


other suspects was unlawful and 
released a statement to defend 
their actions. 

A High Court judge ruled that 
Mr Barrymore was entitled to 
“more than nominal” damages 
after Essex Police previously 
offered just £1 in damages. 

Stuart’s father Terry Lubbock 
slammed the High Court’s 


decision in August, describing it 
as “disgusting” and a “total cover- 
up”. 

Mr Lubbock, 72, said: “Why the 
hell did it take years for the police 
to arrest Michael Barrymore and 
four other guys on suspicion of 
rape and murder - what happened 
to that? 

“We’ve got to go back 16 years 


now for the truth and the police 
messed up on the first day when 
my son was murdered, they were 
disgusting.” 

Mr Lubbock had recently 
lodged an appeal to reopen his 
son’s inquest after a 16-year cam¬ 
paign. He went on to say that Mr 
Barrymore did not deserve any 
compensation.

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Town centre dispersal order 
activated after crime reports 

Court empowers police to move on or arrest people after surge in violent acts

ESSEX Police clamped down on 
crime and anti-social behaviour 
by enforcing a dispersal order in 
Harlow town centre after a spate 
of stabbings and attacks. 

The dispersal order was in 
place between 10pm Saturday, 
September 30, and 6am on Sunday 
morning and allowed officers to 
move on anyone suspected to be 
involved in crime or disorder. 

Anyone who refused to leave 
the area once directed could be 
arrested and, if convicted, they 
could face up to a three month 
prison sentence and £2,500 fine. 

This comes after a string of 
brawls and stabbings centred 
around Post Office Walk, near 
Twenty One Bar in Harlow, over 
the past three months. 

Just last week, three people 
were charged after armed police 
were called to a brawl on Septem¬ 
ber 22. 

Members of the public reported 
that a firearm was seen during an 
argument between a group of 
people in Post Office Walk at 
3.20pm. 

On September 3, a man suffered 
life-changing injuries after he 
was attacked with a glass bottle 


during a fight in the early hours of 
the morning on the same road. 

There were three victims in 
total. 

Then, a few weeks prior to this 
incident, a man nearly died after 
he was stabbed in the back on July 
23. 

Inspector Tony Walker, of Har¬ 
low’s community policing team, 
said: “Over the past three months 
there has been an increase in 
reported anti-social behaviour in 
Harlow town centre. 

“We have had several com¬ 
plaints from local residents and 
business owners regarding drug 
use, criminal damage and anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

“We believe a number of 
reports are happening when 
people are leaving premises in the 
town centre following a night out. 
In some cases people are congreg¬ 
ating and the dispersal order per¬ 
mits officers to exclude persons 
from an area during its duration, 
helping to tackle crime associated 
with alcohol consumption and 
illegal drug use at night. We are 
confident the order and increased 
policing over order period will 
reduce anti-social behaviour and 
we can build on the activity with 
some longer term action against 
identified offenders.”

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Tribute paid to 
ex-head teacher 
at Latton Bush 

Death at 95 of comprehensive school principal

A POPULAR former head 
teacher from Harlow, who 
served in the RAF during the 
Second World War, has died. 

Anthony David Atienza, 
the former head of Latton 
Bush Comprehensive School, 
died on September 14 in a 
care home at Bury St 
Edmunds. He was 95 years 
old. 

Mr Atienza was the son of a 
Spanish bank clerk whose 
ancestors had been Spanish 
army officers. 

He gained a place at King’s 
College, London, to study his¬ 
tory in 1938. 

However, his studies were 
put on hold when he was 


called up to serve for the RAF 
as a radar mechanic for five 
years during the Second 
World War. 

Following the war, Mr 
Atienza completed his his¬ 
tory degree at King’s College 
and trained as a teacher. 

He taught at Stratford 
Grammar School, Ilford, and 
at Latton Bush Comprehens¬ 
ive School where he was even¬ 
tually appointed head 
teacher. 

Results 

The school had an excel¬ 
lent record of results and he 
encouraged members of staff 
to seek additional qualific¬ 
ation to help them achieve 
promotion. 

Former Labour MP Stan 


Newens said: “Tony Atienza 
made a major contribution to 
the success of Latton Bush 
School and the quality of sec¬ 
ondary education in Harlow 
in his day”. 

Mr Atienza was a dedic¬ 
ated socialist and an active 
member of the Communist 
History Society and later the 
Socialist History Society. 

He was responsible for 
cataloguing the huge collec¬ 
tion of Spanish Civil War 
documents at Marx 
House London and 
helped organise innu¬ 
merable educational 
meetings. 

For many years, he 
lived in Theydon Bois 
but moved to Suffolk 
to be near his son 


David in Bury St. Edmunds. 

He is survived by his son, 
his daughter Pauline, and 
four grandchildren. 

His funeral will be held at 
West Suffolk Crematorium at 
11.15am tomorrow (Friday, 
October 6). 


Work on new roundabout set 
to cause delays for motorists 


BISHOP’S Stortford’s traffic 
problems could be about to get 
even worse as roadworks begin 
on key roads in the coming 
months. 

Temporary 

Temporary traffic lights will 
be set up in Hadham Road 
(A1250), one of the key routes 
into the town, before Christmas, 
as work gets underway to create 
a new roundabout. 

Traffic will be held in 


alternating directions while 
engineers carry out the work. 

The roundabout will be 
created at the junction with 
Hadham Grove and involve the 
diversion of utilities, alterations 
to the footpath and resurfacing. 

When complete it will provide 
one of the 

main means of accessing the 
Bishop’s 

Stortford North development, 
known as Stortford Fields. 

The works were scheduled to 


begin by February 2, 2018, but 
Hertfordshire County Council 
has confirmed it will take place 
before the end of the year. 

Discussion 

A Hertfordshire County 
Council spokeswoman said: “We 
are currently in discussion with 
the developer and their 
appointed contractor in relation 
to what works can be undertaken 
between now and Christmas and 
a date will be confirmed shortly.”

WHEN you think of the construction 
industry, you could find yourself 
instantly picturing a balding, 
middle-aged plasterer, with stubble 
and dirty overalls. Most importantly, 
you picture a man. 

Kerry Murphy is an Ongar 
tradeswoman who has just begun her 
solo venture with business Decorella. 

With more than 25 years’ 
experience in the industry, she 
thinks it’s about time more women 
got into the trades. 

She was told she had been 
handpicked by industry body Women 
in Construction to appear on hit ITV 
show Love Your Home and Garden 
with Alan Titchmarsh. 

Kerry initially thought it was a 
joke. 

“it was dreadful at the time 
because there were builders 
everywhere,” she said, “it was a 
great team but there was lots of 
pressure because 1 was the only one 
doing the decorating. 

“The cupboards were still going on 
in the hour before the family were 
due to come back.” 

Kerry, originally from Chadwell 
Heath, wanted to be in the trades 
ever since she was at school. 

She said: “1 wanted to get into a 
profession where 1 earned the 
equivalent of the guys. 

“1 was good at art and 1 could hold 
a paintbrush so 1 thought maybe 1 
could go into construction. 1 went 
looking for apprenticeships and got 
one and it went from there.” 

As for being the minority in such a 
male-dominated industry, Kerry has 
sometimes had to deal with those 
who doubt her ability as a 
tradeswoman. 

Annoy 

“1 get it if 1 go into a shop because 
they think I’m doing a home DIY 
project and they’re like, ‘Ooh look at 
you’,” said Kerry. “I’ve been doing 
this for 25 years. 

“it does annoy me. This is my 
company so I’m not just dressing up 
in overalls. People try to test my 
knowledge and quiz me as well. 1 
don’t think they would do that with a 
man. 

“1 just style it out and show them 
what 1 can do.” 



She said: “Women are seen as 
more respectful in the industry, and 
people think we’re tidier and take 
more care. 

“That’s not to say that men don’t, 
but people are more inclined to think 
this about women. 

“Most tradesmen are fine but I’ve 
been lucky. I’ve usually worked in a 
team where they’ve known me.” 

Kerry has just launched her own 
decorating and interior design 
company, Decorella, and boasts an 
array of completed projects. 

Hoping to take on young 
tradespeople on placements, Kerry 
wants to see more young women and 
men learn different trades. 

“1 want to encourage girls and 
boys into the trades because there is 
such a shortage of skilled 
tradespeople,” she said. 

“At the moment it is just a brilliant 
time for youngsters to get into it, 
regardless of your background or 
gender or sexuality, it can be quite 
intimidating walking into a 
construction team, but they aren’t 
that scary.

The walkout, following similar 
action on Tuesday, is going ahead 
due to the ongoing dispute regard¬ 
ing drivers, instead of conductors, 
opening and closing doors. 

This is everything you need to 
know ahead of the strike action: 

■ When are the strikes taking 
place? 

The Greater Anglia strikes were 
taking place on Tuesday (October 
3) and today (Thursday). Mem¬ 
bers are set to strike between 
12.01am and 11.59pm. 

London Underground workers 
called off a threatened 24-hour 
strike planned for today (October 
5). 

■ Where will be affected? 

Only the trains with conductors 
are set to strike. 

■ Why are staff going on 
strike? 

The Abellio network staff are sta¬ 
ging the walkout to protest a lack 
of job security after the news that 
drivers will be opening and clos¬ 
ing the doors on new trains, 
instead of conductors. 

RMT General Secretary Mick 
Cash said: “Greater Anglia have 
been given every opportunity to 
give a guarantee on the future of 
the guard on their services. They 
have failed to do so and that left us 
with no alternative but to move to 
a ballot in the interests of rail 
safety.” 

The drivers vote was two to one 
for strike action on a 75 per cent 
turn out. 

Mr Cash added: “Our members 
voted by massive majorities for 
action but the company have 
ignored that and have failed to

Union blasts loophole that allows struck-off worker to get job back 

Convicted fraudster can 
carry on driving his cab

A TRADE union has expressed its 
concerns after a Harlow taxi 
driver who had his licence 
revoked after he was convicted for 
fraud, managed to find a loophole 
in the system and keep his job. 

The driver, who had his licence 
revoked by Harlow Council in 
2016 and unsuccessfully appealed 
in Magistrates’ and Crown Court 
later that year, managed to con¬ 
tinue working as a private hire 
driver for ABC Cars in Harlow 
after being granted a licence from 
Epping Forest District Council. 

Unite the union, one of the 
largest trade unions in the coun¬ 
try, has called it a “mockery of 
local enforcement” and a “waste 
of taxpayers’ money”. 

A spokesperson said: “Our con¬ 
cerns are that if Harlow Council 
decide that a driver is not a fit and 
proper person to convey the trav¬ 
elling public of Harlow and 
revoked their licence, then it can¬ 
not be right that that driver can 
simply get a licence from a neigh¬ 
bouring district that clearly have 
lower standards with the full 
intention of returning to Harlow 



to work for the same minicab 
operator. 

“The use of a loophole in poor 
legislation has made a mockery of 
local enforcement and licensing 
and resulted in a complete waste 
of Harlow taxpayers’ money after 
Magistrates’ and Crown Court 
appeals. 

“The mini-cab company in 
question should bear some 
responsibility for this, having 


shown no respect for Harlow 
Council’s decision taken to pro¬ 
tect the public of Harlow.” 

The driver in question had been 
working for ABC Cars for more 
than 16 years and his employer 
has said that it has never had a 
single complaint against him. 

Nick Jones, director of ABC 
Cars, says that the driver 
shouldn’t have had his licence 
revoked in the first place. 


He said: “The driver concerned 
was treated unfairly. He had his 
licence taken away because of a 
crime that had nothing to do with 
private hire work. 

“It is really an opinion of Har¬ 
low Council and Epping Forest 
Council. Harlow Council saw him 
as an unfit and improper driver. 
He had his licence revoked so he 
stopped working for my com¬ 
pany. 


“Epping Forest said he was a fit 
and proper driver and gave him a 
licence, so I hired him back. 

“It is not illegal. If you can get a 
licence from any town, you can 
use it anywhere else.” 

Harlow Council have agreed 
that a change in the current legis¬ 
lation would need to be made to 
make sure the decisions they have 
made in licensing are upheld. 

A spokesperson for Harlow 
Council said: “We are very con¬ 
cerned that any person who has 
their licence revoked by us can 
potentially serve the people of 
Harlow under a different licence 
from a different authority. The 
current legislation would need to 
change to stop this happening. 

“We take our responsibilities as 
a licensing authority very ser¬ 
iously and we ensure that every 
driver is a fit and proper person to 
be licensed to drive a private hire 
vehicle or a hackney carriage 
vehicle. 

“The licensing policies put in 
place and decisions taken by 
other licensing authorities are a 
matter for those authorities to 
justify. Unfortunately, we have no 
input or influence over any other 
council’s licensing decisions.”

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Judge spares man jail sentence 
for importing a child sex doll 

Parcel for 33-year-old was intercepted by officials at Stansted Airport, court told 



Simon Glerum received a suspended jail sentence

A MAN who imported a three- 
foot-tall child sex doll into 
Stansted Airport has been spared 
jail time after a judge told him to 
“make the most of this oppor¬ 
tunity”. 

Simon Glerum, 33, was handed 
a 12-month custodial sentence, 
suspended for two years, for 
importing a sex doll, which bore 
the resemblance of a child, from 
Hong Kong. 

He was also sentenced for pos¬ 
sessing indecent images of chil¬ 
dren on his home computer, 
including 20 movies and ten pho¬ 
tos which he obtained between 
July 1 2014 and January 19 2017. 

The parcel containing the sex 
doll was intercepted by customs 
at Stansted Airport on January 10 
this year, and was addressed to 
Glerum’s property in Braintree. 

Mr Stimpson, Glerum’s mitig¬ 
ating lawyer, told the court how 
the defendant was of good char¬ 
acter, having committed no pre¬ 
vious offences and was not 
making these images but was 
merely viewing them on his com¬ 
puter. 

Judge Patricia Lynch, who was 
passing sentence in this case. 


said: “These offences are always 
serious, particularly when it 
relates to indecent photos of chil¬ 
dren. 

“In your case, this involves the 
importation of a child sex doll - 
any case involving exploitation of 
children is treated as serious. 

“You are viewing real children, 
real children who are often 
deprived and real children who 
need protection. 

“Pornography involving chil¬ 
dren at the moment is horrifying, 
not merely because of the activity 
itself but often the look on the 
child’s face. 

Serious 

“No child should be subjected 
to this - you are perpetrating this 
vile, evil and wicked trait. 

“Research shows that children 
who suffer this can suffer for the 
rest of their lives. 

“However, as far as sentencing 
is concerned, it is in the interest 
of the public and children that you 
can learn the error of your ways. 

“You have sought help and have 
already taken steps to avoid re¬ 
offending. 

“Your character reference from 
your father speaks highly of you 
despite this - it must be a source of 
great pain for your family.

“You must understand by now 
how serious this sort of offending 
is and you must take a chance to 
address this offending and make 
it right. 

“Make the most of this oppor¬ 
tunity.” 

Glerum was also sentenced to 
continue with the Horizon Pro¬ 
gramme to help his “unhealthy 
attraction towards child porno¬ 
graphy.” 

He was also given a five-year 
sexual harm prevention order. 


Border Force’s Julian Doughty, 
senior manager at the Fast Parcel 
Joint Border Intelligence Unit 
based at East Midlands Airport, 
said: “Cases like this demonstrate 
just how vital Border Force 
officers’ work at Stansted and 
ports across the UK is. 

“In this instance, by developing 
intelligence which led to the 
seizure and by linking with Essex 
Police, their actions have led dir¬ 
ectly to the uncovering of an indi¬ 
vidual who had committed other 
serious child sex offences. 

Justice 

“We will continue to work with 
law enforcement agencies to 
ensure that those attempting to 
import obscene items like this are 
brought to justice.” 

Sarah Freeman, from the 
Crown Prosecution Service, said: 
“Following the interception of the 
childlike sex doll, further serious 
offending was uncovered which 
was subsequently admitted by 
Simon Glerum. 

“The close ongoing work 
between the CPS, the police and 
other law enforcement agencies is 
proving crucial to identifying and 
investigating this type of offend¬ 
ing and bringing it before the 
courts.”

Dysfunctional family drama The Glass Castle 

THE GLASS CASTLE (12A) 

★★★★★ 

SELF-destructive bohemian parents nurture 
their children with cruelty and cold comfort 
in The Glass Castle. 

Adapted from Jeannette Walls’ best-selling 
memoir of the same title, director Destin 
Daniel Cretton’s tonally uneven picture asks 
us to believe that formative years marked by 
abandonment and rejection could inspire 
four siblings to discover the inner strength 
and resilience that will stand them in good 
stead for the future. 

It’s a harsh lesson in self-preservation, 
delivered with gusto by an impressive 
ensemble cast led by Oscar winner Brie 
Larson. 

Those sterling performances, which 
frequently claw at our hearts, elevate a 
chronologically fractured script that fails to 
endear us to a booze-sodden father, who has 
a mantra to justify every hard knock. 

The script, co-written by Cretton, Andrew 
Lanham and Marti Noxon, awkwardly 
juxtaposes scenes of tenderness and neglect, 
begging us to empathise with characters 
whose behaviour would - in another time and 
place - have demanded intervention from 
social services. 

Life is unfair and misfortune leaves scars on 
all of us, some deeper than others. Journalist 
Jeannette Walls (Larson) bears her wounds 
with stoicism, as she celebrates her 
engagement to nice guy financial adviser, 
David (Max Greenfield). 

She eventually breaks the happy news to 
her father Rex (Woody Harrelson) and mother 
Rose Mary (Naomi Watts), who raised 
Jeanette and her three siblings in poverty and 
chaos. 

“David is good for me,” argues the 
journalist. 

“You mean he’s got money,” coldly retorts 
Rose Mary, who feels certain the relationship 
is doomed to failure. 

Their refusal to share Jeanette’s newfound 
joy catalyses a series of anguished flashbacks 
that illuminate the destruction wrought by 
Rex and Rose Mary, like when the very young 
Jeanette (Chandler Head) sets her dress alight 
on the kitchen stove because her mother is 
too preoccupied to cook hot dogs for lunch. 

Rex sneaks his badly burned daughter out 
of hospital and flees into the desert with his 
rag tag brood including oldest child Lori 
(Olivia Kate Rice), son Brian (Iain Armitage) 
and baby Maureen. 

Despite her horrific injuries, Jeanette 
remains devoted to the patriarch. 

As she grows (now played by Ella 
Anderson), Jeanette clings onto Rex’s fanciful 
dreams until she can delude herself no 
longer. 

The Glass Castle threatens to shatter before 
the end of a plodding two hours but the cast 
provide sufficient glue to hold Cretton’s 
picture together. 



Back to the future 


BLADE RUNNER (15) 
★★★★★ 

T he imperfect, rain- 
lashed future of the 
original Blade Runner 
is almost upon us. 
Released in 1982, 
Ridley Scott’s ground-breaking 
fantasy conjured a 
breathtaking vision of a 
dystopian Los Angeles in 2019, 
festooned with alluring 
holograms that flicker to the 
mournful strains of Vangelis’ 
electronic score. 

The eagerly awaited sequel, 
directed by Denis Villeneuve, 
who was Oscar-nominated for 
the elliptical sci-fi thriller 
Arrival, honours the past and 
respectfully expands the 
nihilistic universe imagined by 
Philip K Dick in his novel. Do 
Androids Dream Of Electric 
Sheep?. 

In Blade Runner 2049, 
androids dream of wooden 
horses and possessing the one 
thing that cannot be coded 
into their meticulously crafted 
bodies: a soul. 

“You’ve been getting along 
fine without one,” rebukes one 
human to her melancholic 
replicant underling. 

Motifs from the earlier 
mission reverberate 
tantalisingly throughout this 
pristine follow-up, deftly 


stitching together two 
timelines without completely 
excluding audiences who are 
blissfully ignorant of the 
original picture. 

Familiarity undoubtedly 
enriches the experience but 
also sows seeds of nostalgia- 
tinged disappointment. 

For all its bravura 
production design and flawless 
special effects. Blade Runner 
2049 doesn’t smack gobs with 
its invention aside from a 
sensual three-way sex scene 
that gently tickles our g-spot. 

Like the automata that 
enrich human lives, 

Villeneuve’s film is one small 
yet significant iteration shy of 
perfection. 

The laconic hero is officer 


KD6-3.7 (Ryan Gosling), one of 
a new breed of grizzled blade 
runners, who “retire” 
genetically engineered 
replicants that live among the 
weary population. 

He returns home each night 
to a cold, functional 
apartment, where a 
holographic companion called 
Joi (Ana de Armas) creates the 
illusion of companionship. 

Working under Lieutenant 
Joshi (Robin Wright) at the Los 
Angeles Police Department, K 
hunts outdated Nexus-8 
models, which haven’t been 
coded to cherish humankind 
like the new replicants 
fashioned by Niander Wallace 
(Jared Leto). 

His “angels” are closely 


monitored by his most perfect 
creation, Luv (Sylvia Hoeks), 
who jealousy guards her 
elevated position at her 
creator’s side. 

In the course of his 
unforgiving work, K uncovers a 
shocking secret. 

“This breaks the world,” 
whispers a terrified Joshi. 

The subsequent quest for 
painful answers leads K to 
Deckard (Harrison Ford), who 
is reluctant to venture back 
into the automated world that 
almost destroyed him. 

Two generations, scarred by 
loss, unite in the spirit of self- 
sacrifice. 

Blade Runner 2049 is a 
beautifully crafted thriller that 
sustains a pedestrian pace, 
allowing us to second-guess K 
and even beat him to a couple 
of narrative punches. 

Gosling’s restrained 
performance contrasts with de 
Armas’ luminous embodiment 
of a digitised love interest, who 
yearns to connect on the most 
primal level. 

Ford eases back gruffly into a 
familiar role, noticeably with 
less spring in his step, while 
composers Benjamin Wallfisch 
and Hans Zimmer crank up 
the volume on their bombastic 
score. Villeneuve’s muscular, 
brooding film does not fade 
quietly.

What is your strongest 
memory of Strictly? 

IT'S hard to believe I was doing all this 
12 months ago. I'm so grateful that I 
had the opportunity to be part of this 
competition and to have made the 
most amazing group of friends. 

Strictly was definitely not in my 
brochure - you can learn to dance 
with 10 million people watching - but 
I've made lifelong friends. There's so 
much hard work doing that show, but 
you just have to grab it by the horns. 

What was the turning point 
for you in the competition? 

I THINK the Singin' In The Rain 
routine was when it all came together. 
We were dancing the American 
Smooth and did the last rehearsal on a 
Thursday before going into the studio. 

I saw Jo (professional dancer 
Joanne Clifton) watching the routine 
back and she started crying. I asked: 
'What are you crying about?' But she 
was able to see that there was 
something there and things were 
starting to come together.

P auline Black must 
have mixed feelings 
about coming back to 
Essex. It’s where she 
was born and grew up 
and, as she details in her 
memoir, Black By Design, it 
wasn’t the most accepting 
place for black faces in the 
1950s, 60s and 70s. 

But she also has happy 
memories of the county. Her 
husband is from Southend and 
she’s played countless gigs in 
the county with her band. The 
Selecter, over the years 
including a triumphant 
appearance at 2015’s Village 
Green festival. 

She’s back in Southend with 
The Selecter, this Sunday 
(October 8) for a double 
headline gig with another great 
band from the 2-Tone era. The 
Beat (featuring Ranking Roger) 
It might be nearly 40 years 
since the ska revival that 
launched a fresh take on 
Jamaican dance music by the 
likes of The Specials, The 
Selecter, Madness and The 
Beat, but the appetite for their 
mix of toe-tapping tunes and 
socially incisive lyrics hasn’t 
waned. 

And it’ll be more than just 
nostalgia. Both The Selecter 
and The Beat are more than 
just trading on former glories. 
Both bands are working, active 
bands who write and record 
new material, and have still got 
that old fire burning. 

The Selecter release a new 
album. Daylight, this Friday 
(October 6) which retains the 
mixture of political 
engagement and skank- 
friendly tunes of their 2-Tone 
days of the late 70s and early 
80s. That era had plenty for 
bands to be angry and 
outspoken about and, sadly, 
there’s still enough social 
injustice and political cynicism 
around to spark similar 
reactions these days. 


Daylight was recorded in 
London amidst the backdrop of 
the political and social 
upheaval of the last 18 months. 
Inevitably, this context 
provided the impetus for much 
of the lyrical content of the 
album. Opening track and 
single. Frontline, takes a swipe 
at digital and social media as a 
place for confrontation, title 
track Daylight chronicles the 
ups and downs of everyday life, 
and Pass The Power is about 
finding your voice in the new 


political landscape. 

There have been various 
Selecter reunions and line-up 
changes over the years but this 
incarnation of the band 
centres on the nucleus of 
Pauline, Arthur ‘Gaps’ 
Hendrickson and a select 
group of musicians - four 
black and four white, very 
much in the spirit of 2-Tone. 

You can expect a mixture of 
classic Selecter tracks like On 
My Radio, Too Much Pressure 
and Three Minute Hero at the 


Cliffs Pavilion alongside some 
choice new tunes. And with 
both The Selecter and The 
Beat playing hour-long sets, 
there’ll be plenty of dancing to 
be done.

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SWIMMING IS A FANTASTIC 
WORKOUT FOR ALL THE FAMILY, 

DEAN ANDREWS EXPLAINS I 


O NE quarter of adults in 
the UK can't swim 25 
metres (YouGov) - that's 
one length of a standard 
size pool. 

It's also the distance children 
are expected to be able to swim by 
the time they leave primary school 
- though the Amateur Swimming 
Association (ASA) says one in 
three children leaves school 
unable to swim. 

Swimming is great exercise; it 
provides a cardiovascular workout 
and strength training for your legs, 
arms and core. As you're buoyant 
in the water, there is also no 
jarring of your joints and it is 
non-weight bearing, making 
swimming a perfect exercise for 
those who are getting older or 
those with joint problems. 

It's never too late to get into the 
pool - from eight months to eighty 
(and beyond), there are lessons to 
suit all ages, and abilities of 
swimmer. Your local swimming 
pool will have lessons for both 
adults and children, swimmers 
and non-swimmers. 

If you can already swim, 
lessons can help you: refine your 
technique, swim better (so you 
don't injure yourself), get stronger 
and master different skills, like 
diving or swimming under water. 

If you can't swim, going to a 
lesson can be a bit daunting. But 
don't worry, instructors are 
trained to support those who can't 
or haven't swum before, and even 
to help people overcome their fear 
of water. 


So, what can you expect from 
your first swimming lessons? 

GET IN, THE WATER'S LOVELY 

IF YOU haven't been swimming 
before, or for a long time, getting 
back in the water can be intimi¬ 
dating. However, an instructor 
will take time introducing you to 
the water and making sure you 
feel comfortable just being in the 
pool. Many pools will start your 
first lessons in the smaller 
pool, or the shallow 
end of the larger 
pool. 

Once you're in, 
you will be 
encouraged to 
walk around in 
the shallow end 
and get used to the 
feeling of the water 
and to your body's 
buoyancy. When 
you feel ready, you 
will be encouraged 
to walk slowly out to where the 
water is up to your shoulders. 

Don't worry if it takes more 
than one visit until you feel 
comfortable in the pool. Tell your 
instructor if you're really worried, 
or if anything makes you feel 
uncomfortable. Swimming 
lessons are sometimes in groups 
- if you're very nervous, ask about 
one to one lessons. 

USE YOUR HEAD 

ONCE you feel comfortable 
walking and standing in the pool 
you can progress to getting your 


face and head wet. Your instructor 
will help you get used to putting 
your head under the water, and 
may ask you to breathe bubbles 
out in the water too. 

Many people don't like getting 
their head wet or are afraid of 
putting their head under the 
water. You might question why 
your instructor wants you to put 
your face in the water, but it will 
help when you learn to swim - to 
swim properly (and avoid 
injury to your back and 
neck) you will put your 
head in the water 
between strokes. 
Wearing goggles 
and a swimming 
hat may help. 

FLOAT AWAY 

ONCE you are 
comfortable in 
the water your 
instructor will teach 
you howto float. 
They will start off by getting you to 
float on your back at the side of 
the pool, holding onto the ledge. 
When you have mastered this, 
they will get you to practise your 
kicWng while still holding onto 
the side of the pool. 

After you have tried kicking 
(don't worry, this won't be all in 
one lesson!), you may start 
learning to swim using a flotation 
board - starting off with pushing 
off from the side of the pool, then 
progressing to kicking yourself 
along with the board held out in 
front of you. 


STROKE OF GENIUS 

ONCE you feel confident floating 
and kicking yourself around the 
pool, it will be time to master the 
strokes. Don't worry, you'll be 
very uncoordinated at first and 
won't be able to swim far. But with 
swimming, it's all about practise! 

You won't be expected to just 
know the strokes associated with 
swimming - your instructor will 
explain them to you and show 
you how to move your arms and 
legs. Usually you'll learn aspects 
of each stroke at the side of the 
pool or with a flotation board first, 
before putting it all together. 

Learning to swim can be 
daunting and isn't something you 
can pick up in one or two lessons. 
Lessons will give you the founda¬ 
tions you require to swim properly 
and the confidence to swim well. 

It might help to visit the pool 
in-between lessons and try out 
what you have learned that week. 

Just remember, only use the 
pool when there is a lifeguard on 
duty and never try anything you're 
not sure about. You can also 
practice your arm strokes stood 
up at home - there are lots of 
videos online showing you the 
best way to do this. 

Whether you're eight, eighteen 
or eighty, swimming is a great 
exercise that is really enjoyable 
and is an important skill to learn 
- so why not make a splash and 
learn how to swim?

What to do if your 
child is vomiting 
and has diarrhoea 


IF YOUR child has vomiting and diarrhoea, 
the main risk is dehydration, so you need to 
replace lost fluids: 


■ Make sure your child has plenty to 
drink. If they're still vomiting, give 
frequent sips of water. You can use an oral 
dehydration preparation to replace fluids 
and salts. 

■ When your child feels ready to eat again, 
start by offering small amounts of their 
usual diet then gradually increase the 
amount to normal. 

■ Give your child paracetamol to ease 
their fever or stomach ache, but don't 
be tempted to give over-the-counter 
anti-diarrhoeal medicines. 

■ See a doctor if your child has abdominal 
pain for more than three hours, vomiting 
hasn't stopped for 12 hours, or diarrhoea 
hasn't stopped after 24 hours or your child 
is refusing to drink. 

Students warned 
over fake meds 


FRESHERS and university students are 
being warned of the possible dangers to 
their health from self-prescribing and 
self-medicating with powerful prescription 
medicines. 

The Medicines and Healthcare products 
Regulatory Agency (MHRA) is running the 
ttFakeMeds campaign to help students 
protect their health and money, with tips 
on how to avoid potentially dangerous or 
useless medicines sold by illegal online 
suppliers. 

MHRA head of 
enforcement, Alastair 
Jeffrey, says: "Purchasing 
medicines outside the 
regulated supply chain has 
inherent dangers as there is 
no assurance of quality and 
standards. Medicines 
purchased in this way could have the wrong 
active ingredient, no active ingredient, or 
indeed the incorrect dosage. 

"Prescription-only medicines are, by their 
very nature, potent and should only be 
prescribed by a doctor or appropriate 
healthcare professional. We would 
advise people not to buy medicines from 
unregulated sources as they pose a danger 
to their health. 

"Self-diagnosis and self-medication can 
be dangerous. If you have a concern visit 
your GP, get a correct diagnosis and if 
medicines are prescribed, buy them from a 
legitimate source. Be careful buying 
medicines online - criminals are known to 
exploit people by supplying medicines 
through unregulated websites."

E very lO minutes in the 
UK, somebody is 
diagnosed with breast 
cancer, which is why 
Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month is so 
important. 

While survival rates have 
significantly improved (in fact, 
survival rates have doubled 
over the past 40 years), the 
disease still results in around 
11,400 deaths a year, and even 
if treatment is successful, it can 
have a huge and ongoing 
impact on people's lives. 

This year also marks the 25th 
anniversary of the Pink Ribbon 
campaign - so what better

taken place since Pink 
Ribbon was born? 

As the charity Breast 
Cancer Care notes, 25 
years ago, breast cancer 
was a taboo topic and 
rarely talked about 
openly. One of its big aims 
was to change this - and 
Breast Cancer Care was 
the first UK charity to 
adopt the pink ribbon, 
which it says ‘represents 
hope and [the] charitable 
generosity of people. Most 
importantly, the pink 
ribbon represents 
solidarity with those 
affected by breast 
cancer/

AS THE PINK RIBBON TURNS 25 

ABi JACKSON LOOKS AT KEY 
EVENTS FOR BREAST CANCER 
CARE SINCE ITS LAUNCH 



1992 - US businesswoman and 
philanthropist Evelyn Lauder 
initiated the pink ribbon as the 
symbol of breast cancer in the USA. 
1994 - The Breast Care and 
Mastectomy Association was 
renamed Breast Cancer Care. This 
reflected the general public's growing 
acceptance of the word 'cancer' 
while 'care' emphasised its main 
focus, distinguishing it from 
research charities. 

The charity's Chief Executive, 
Sarnia al Qadhi, met with Evelyn 
in America. Breast Cancer Care 
brought the pink ribbon across 
the shores to the UK and was 
the first UK charity to adopt 
the pink ribbon.

providing a much-needed 
shortcut to talking about 
breast cancer. In 
October, Breast Cancer 
Care launched the UK's 
first Breast Cancer 
Awareness Month, 
putting breast cancer 
and the pink ribbon 
firmly on the map. 

1994 - Nationwide started 
to sponsor Breast Cancer 
Care's Helpline, which 
meant it became a 
Freephone number and 
the first breast care nurse was 
employed on the helpline. 

1994 - Breast Cancer Care launched 
the Someone Like Me service. 

The charity now has a bank of 
200-plus trained volunteers, allowing 
people affected with breast cancer to 
talk freely and regularly with 
volunteers who understand their 
particular concerns. 

1997 - Cherie Booth QC became 
Patron of Breast Cancer Care and 
hosted a reception at 10 Downing 
Street in honour of the 
charity. 

1997 - 33,100 people were 
diagnosed with breast 
cancer. 

1998 - Breast Cancer 
Care launches its 
website. 

1998-It's 10 years 
since the NHS breast 
cancer screening 
programme was 
introduced in 1988, 
and at this point, it's 
estimated the programme's 
directly responsible for about a 
third of the reduction in breast 
cancer deaths since 1990. 



2005 - Kylie Minogue went public 
with her breast cancer diagnosis after 
she was diagnosed aged 36, 
catapulting breast cancer discussions 
into the mainstream. 

2005 - The first Breast Cancer Care 
Pink Ribbonwalk took place at 
Blenheim Palace in 
Oxfordshire. The walks see 
hundreds of people 
> walking five, 10 or 20 
miles around the UK's 
most beautiful 
countryside, stately 
homes and cities. 

2005 - The Big Pink 
fundraising initiative 
was launched; 
fundraisers are provided 
with ideas and games for 
a pink night-in, bake sale 
at work, or event in the 
community. 

2010 - Breast Cancer 
Care launched the first UK-wide 
Secondary Breast Cancer Awareness 
Day on October 13, raising the profile 
of people living with incurable 
secondary breast cancer. 

2013 - Angelina Jolie announced she 
had a risk-reducing double 
mastectomy after discovering she 
had the faulty BRCAl gene. 

2017 - Breast Cancer Care launches 
its one-of-a-kind app BECCA. Full of 
information, support and inspiration 
to help people move beyond breast 
cancer, presented on easy-to-use 
flashcards. 

2017 - 62,000 people were diagnosed 
with breast cancer. An estimated 
691,000 are alive in the UK after a 
diagnosis of breast cancer. This is 
predicted to rise to 840,000 in 2020.

Add them to 
the bowl of dressing and 
mix well, breaking up 
the layers of sprout a bit 
as you go. 

3. Core and quarter the 
apples, and cut each 
quarter into two or three 



1. Preheat the oven to 
200°C/Fan 180°C/Gas 6. 
Halve the squash and 
scoop out the seeds, but 
don't remove the peel. 
Cut into slim wedges, 
about 2cm wide at the 
outside edge, and place 
in a roasting tray. Trickle 
over the oil then scatter 
with the herbs, fennel 
seeds, chilli flakes and 
some salt and pepper. 
Turn the pieces of 
squash over in the oil 
and seasonings, then 
place in the oven and 
roast for about 30 
minutes until tender 
and nicely browned in 
places. 

2. Meanwhile, combine 


wedges (no need to 
peel). Set aside. 

4. W^en the squash is 
tender and starting to 
brown, add the apple 
wedges and stir them in 
with the squash and 
seasonings. Return to 
the oven for about 15 
minutes or until the 
apples are tender but 
not broken down. 
Scatter the seeds over 
the veg and apple for 
the last few minutes of 
cooking, so they toast 
lightly. 

5. Spoon the dressed 
sprouts over the hot 
squash and apple 
wedges, then serve. 



Chef and TV personality Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall hopes his latest cookbook - 
Much More Veg - will inspire more people to become less dependent on meat 


I N CASE you didn't realise by 
now, Hugh Fearnley-Whit¬ 
tingstall really, really wants 
us to eat more vegetables. 
'The 52-year-old chef and 
TV personality, who lives in East 
Devon, has made a career out of 
committing to seasonal, 
ethically produced food, and is 
best known for hosting Channel 
4 series River Cottage, which 
documents his efforts to 
become a self-reliant farmer. 

His TV ventures have led to 
huge campaigns to reduce food 
waste and change EU fishing 
policies, and the publication of 
several cookbooks, including his 
hugely successful first vegetar¬ 
ian cookbook. River Cottage Veg 
Every Day in 2011, which set out 
to make plants more appealing. 

Now He's back with Much 
More Veg and a selection of new 
recipes to inspire us to become 
less dependent on meat - but 
this book is also vegan to boot. 

"It was so close to being vegan 
anyway, and 1 thought, actually, 
the most inclusive form of 
cooking is vegan cooking," he 
says, "especially as 1 was already 
talking about vegetables in their 
unadulterated form - making 
the best out of all our plant 
ingredients. It would have been 
a bit bonkers for it not to have 
been a vegan book. But of 
course, it's for everybody." 

BRING OUT 

THE NATURAL FLAVOURS 

HUGH finds the huge rise of 
veganism amongst young 
people really exciting, explain¬ 
ing, "it has to be the direction of 
travel'! But you have to ask, if 
Hugh himself is still a carnivore 
- which he certainly is - does he 
truly think you can make 
plant-based meals as delicious 
as ones that contain meat? 

"We know how easy it is to 
make meat delicious - you put 
salt and pepper on it and you 
put it in a frying pan and the 
caramel flavours are delicious. 
'The problem with veg, for so 
long, is we've steamed it and 
boiled it and we haven't done

enough. With veg, we can 
caramelise the edges, we can 
add a little spice, we can use 
amazing, funky dressings - all 
those things will bring up the 
natural flavours of vegetables, 
which, incidentally, are already 
pretty tasty." 



MOTIVATION FOR MEAT-EATERS 


Hugh's new book could be good 
for your health and your pocket 


HUGH acknowledges that a lot 
of people set to buy the book are 
likely to be omnivores, hence 


the book's 'meatiest' chapter, in 
terms of volume, is the one 
concerning tapas, mezze and 
side dishes. 'Think spiced 
cabbage with sunflower seeds 
and wine-baked mushrooms 
that have been given a "little 
tweak" for some edge. 

"You want to put a barbecued 
chop next to one of these 
recipes? I'm a carnivore. I'm not 
going to hold that against you," 
Hugh jokes. "But 1 didn't see any 
need to put the chop in the 
book, because I've covered a lot 
of ground in meat and fish 
[previously]. 

"What people need more help 
with is making vegetables 
delicious. Because they have to 
compete in the end; we have to 
make them super tasty for 
people to want them, not just 
virtuous, and we need to make 
them tasty raw, tasty cooked, 
tasty fried, tasty roasted." 

COOK FROM SCRATCH 
TO KEEP COSTS DOWN 

"IF you want ready-to-eat food 
it's quite hard," says Hugh, 
considering the costs involved 
with rising food prices and 
relying on packaged meals "But 
if you're prepared to cook from 
scratch then fresh fruit and veg 
- in their raw form - are not 
especially expensive.

IT'S the 20th National Curry Week 
next week. You could visit one of 
several Indian restaurants marking 
the occasion or cook a good curry 
at home. With that in mind here 
are some white wines I've enjoyed 
with all things spice. 

Villa Maria Private Bin 
Gewurztraminer 2016 (RRP, 

£11.45, stockists include 
Waitrose, Majestic and Wine 
Rack, 13.5% abv) I was once 
described as being like gewur¬ 
ztraminer, mysterious, a bit 
spicy, but with feminine 
touches - the jury's still out 
on that - but I do love the 
wine; with a gewurtz you'll 
get rose petal notes (think 
Turkish delight) and lychee, 
and in this New Zealand 
example, a flirt with sweet

spice. I cooked chicken Thai green 
curry with a scattering of finely 
chopped chilli on the top and 
enjoyed tucking into this little 
pairing. 

Cune Barrel Fermented Blanco 
2016 (RRP: £10.15, Waitrose, 

The Co-op, 13.5%) Chicken 
korma is one of my favourite 
curries and white rioja one of 
my favourite wines. It's not 
often I describe a wine as 
having aromas of bananas and 
cream, but bananas are 




definitely on the nose of this 
100% viura wine - fermented in 
oak casks - together with apples 
and a playfulness of pineapple 
and papaya. The rich coconut 
crunch of the chicken sauce 
added to the tropicality and 
gentle creaminess of the wine. 

G uigal Cotes du Rhone Blanc 
2015 (RRP £13.99 thewinesoci- 
ety.com, amazon.co.uk, 13.5% 
abv) White wines from the 
Rhone Valley only make up 3% 
of the total wine production. 

This one is a blend of six 
varieties, with viognier leading 
from the front with 65%, and 
roussanne, marsanne, 
clairette, bourboulenc and 
grenache blanc in the 
remainder. The wine is prettily 
aromatic, with springtime 


blossom, apricot and peach all 
saying hello to your senses. I 
slowly cooked crispy pork belly in 
Chinese five spice, and served a 
spicy Thai salad on the side. 
Delicious. 

Wente Riverbank Riesling 2014 
(RRP £15.49, richardgranger- 
wines.co.uk, farehamwinecellar. 
co.uk, 12.4% abv) This wine 
owes its heart and soul to deep 
rocky soil on the banks of the 
Arroyo Seco River in Monterey 
County, California. It has 
aromas of dried honey¬ 
comb, mango, Thai basil 
and lime and is refreshing 
on the palate, with a good 
cleansing acidity. Think of a 
prawn noodle stir fry with a 
dash of dried chilli flakes. I 
sneaked a nibble of extra 


strong mature Cheddar as a 
mid-evening snack, and a tiny sip 
of this, and I was a happy bunny. 

Also in my glass... Apothic Dark 
(RRP £10, widely available, 14% 
abv) is a Californian blend of 
petite syrah, cabernet sauvignon, 
zinfandel and petit verdot and is 
deep purple in the glass with a 
jammy compote of dark, 
bramble fruits, with chocolate 
and mocha. It is rich, with an 
inkling of an icing sugar 
dusting. It's a steak and chips 
wine, pleasant enough, my 
Other Half liked it, but I felt 
it was "manufactured" 
somehow.

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THIS earthy winter warmer 
is based on a chachouka 
recipe - but this recipe 
uses no eggs. It's all about 
the veg. 

INGREDIENTS (Serves 4) 

2tbsp olive or rapeseed oil 
Itsp cumin seeds 

1 large onion, quartered and thinly 
sliced 

1 large red pepper (or 2 small) 
(about 250g in total) 

200g chard 

500g new, waxy or salad potatoes, 
scrubbed 

2 garlic cloves, finely grated or 
crushed 

2 x400g tins tomatoes 
A large pinch of saffron strands 
Vztsp hot smoked paprika 
Itsp sugar 

Juice of Vi small lemon, or to taste 
Sea salt and black pepper 
To finish: 30g toasted flaked 
almonds, a handful of coriander 
leaves and extra virgin olive 

METHOD: 

1. Place a large flameproof 
casserole or small stockpot 
over a medium heat and add 
the oil. When it's hot, add the 
cumin seeds and let them 
sizzle for a minute or two. 

Add the onion with a pinch of 


salt, stir well, then cover and 
lower the heat. Let the 
onion sweat, stirring once 
or twice, for about 10 / 

minutes. 

2. In the meantime, 
quarter, deseed and 
thinly slice the pepper. 
Separate the chard stalks 
and leaves and cut both 
into 1cm thick slices. Cut the 
potatoes into bite-sized 
chunks. 

3. When the onion is nice and 
soft, stir in the garlic, then 
add the red pepper, chard 
stalks and potatoes. Replace 
the lid and cook gently for 
about 20 minutes until the 
pepper is softened, stirring 
now and again to ensure 
nothing sticks and burns. 

4. Add the tomatoes with 
their juice, crushing them 
with your hands as you do so. 
Add the saffron, 
smoked 
paprika, 
sugar and 
some 
more salt 
and 
pepper 
and stir 
well. 

Simmer gently. 
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uncovered, for about 15 
minutes, until the potatoes 
are tender, stirring regularly. 

5. Drop in the chard leaves, 
cover the pan and cook for 
another five minutes, or until 
they have wilted. Stir the 
leaves into the stew. Take off 
the heat. 

6. Add the lemon juice, then 
taste and adjust seasoning as 

necessary, with more 
salt, pepper and/or 
lemon.

PEARLED spelt might not 
be a kitchen cupboard 
staple for many, but chef 
Hugh has come up with a 
delicious way to use the 
interesting rice alternative.

125g pearled spelt or pearl barley 
Itbsp cumin seeds; Itbsp coriander 
seeds; Itsp fenugreek seeds 
(optional) 

2tbsp rapeseed oil 

1 large onion, quartered and sliced 
250g chestnut or open cap 
mushrooms, in bite-sized pieces 
Itbsp grated ginger 

2 garlic cloves, finely grated or 
crushed 

1 medium-hot red or green chilli, 
chopped (deseed for less heat, if 
preferred) 

200ml coconut milk 

150g spinach, remove tough 

stalks 

Finely grated zest of 1 lemon and 
the juice of 72 lemon 
Sea salt and black pepper 
Coriander leaves, to finish 

METHOD: 

1. Soak the pearled spelt or 
barley in cold water for 20-30 
minutes, rinse the grain in a 
sieve, then tip into a pan. 
Cover with plenty of water (it 


expands) and add a pinch 
of salt. Bring to the boil, 
put the lid on and 
simmer until tender (20 
minutes for spelt, 40 for 
barley. When the grain 
is tender, drain and 
return to the pan (off 
the hob) to keep warm. 

2. Meanwhile, pound or 
grind the cumin, coriander 
and fenugreek seeds, if using. 
The cumin and coriander can 
be quite coarse, but the 
fenugreek should be broken 
down to a powder. 

3. Heat the oil in a frying pan 
over a medium heat. Add the 
onion with a pinch of salt 
and fry for 10 minutes, until 
soft, letting it colour just a 
little, but not brown.

by the mushrooms can 
evaporate. 

5. Add the spices and cook, 
stirring, for a minute or two. 
Add the ginger, garlic and 
chilli and stir briefly, then 
pour in the coconut milk. Stir 
well. Scrape up any bits of 
caramelised veg or spice 
adhering to the base. 

6. Simmer gently for a couple 
of minutes to reduce a little. 
Add the spinach, a handful at 
a time, stirring it in as it wilts. 

7. Take the pan off the heat 
and stir in the lemon zest and 
juice. Add the cooked spelt or 
barley to the pan and stir 
well. Taste and add more salt 
and pepper if needed, then 
serve, scattered with 
coriander.

JAMES PEARCE hits the slopes of New Hampshire 
for a thrill-seeking winter sports adventure 
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Snowmoblling 
with Northern 
Extreme 
Adventures 
offers stunning 
views of Mount 
Washington 
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The historic 
Mountain 
View Grand 
Resort in 
Whitefield, 
New 

Hampshire 


M y snowmobile is pushing 
45mph as we climb higher 
and higher towards the 
summit. 

The experience is as 
exhilarating as it is breathtaking. The 
adrenaline is pumping as we 
negotiate the winding pine tree-lined 
trail to the top of Bear Notch. 

Once there, with the roar of the 
engines silenced, we gaze in wonder 
at the panoramic views of Mount 
Washington and Mount Chocora. It 
really is a stunning setting. 

A two-hour cruise with Northern 
Extreme Adventures (northernextre 
messnowmobiling.com) was one of 
the highlights of an action-packed 
whistle-stop tour of the American 
state of New Hampshire. 

The 50-plus miles of trails close to 
the town of Bartlett are perfect for 
inexperienced riders with all the 
equipment, including moon boots 
and helmets, provided. You've got to 
have a valid driver's licence to 
operate a snowmobile and passen¬ 
gers must be at least five years of age. 

New Hampshire, which is bordered 
by Massachusetts to the south, gave 
America its 14th president, its first 
astronaut, the alarm clock and the 
Segway. With its jagged mountains, 
lush river valleys and dense forests, it 
also boasts remarkable natural 
beauty. No wonder it's such a 
popular spot for winter sports lovers 
from across the globe and it's never 
been easier or cheaper to get there. 

Our four-day trip started onboard 
Norwegian's new Boeing 787 
Dreamliner direct flight from Gatwick 
to Boston's Logan International 
Airport. One-way seats in economy 
are available from just £139. 

They might be low cost but they set 
a high bar both in terms of comfort 
and polite crew members who 
couldn't do more to help. 

Within seven hours we had 
touched down in Boston and our first 
stop was a two-hour drive north to 


the town of Meredith. 

We checked into Mill Falls at the 
Lake (millfalls.com), a group of inns 
located along the shores of Lake 
Winnipesaukee. The room boasted a 
roaring fireplace and sofa area with a 
balcony looking out over the 
snow-covered lake. 

Breakfast in the Bakehouse Grille 
the following morning didn't 
disappoint, the local speciality of 
eggs lobster benedict proved a big 
hit. 

From there it was a 45-minute 
drive to Alpine Adventures (alpinezi- 
pline.com) in Lincoln where we 
boarded a six-wheeled Swiss Army 
vehicle called a Pinzgauer for some 
off-road pursuits. 

The journey was bumpy to say the 
least but the views of Barron 
Mountain were memorable. With the 
vehicle being open-sided, wrapping 
up warm is a necessity. 

After lunch and a tour around the 
delightful Woodstock Station & 
Brewery (woodstockinnnh.com), 
which was reassuringly packed out 
with locals, it was on to the Loon 
Mountain Resort (loonmtn.com). 

It's a year-round family adventure 
destination offering downhill skiing, 
ice skating, indoor climbing and 
ziplining. 

We kicked things off with the latter, 
zooming 700ft across the Pemigewas- 
set River and then back again on a 


higher line. Two expert instructors 
were on hand to check and recheck 
harnesses and to encourage the 
nervous ones over the edge of the 
platform. 

After that it was on to the slopes. 1 
hadn't skied properly for two decades 
but after a couple of ungainly and 
bruising falls on the nursery slopes it 
soon came back to me. 

The snowplough was ditched and 
the parallel turns meant 1 got the 
green light to take the lift to the main 
slopes. 

Our second night was spent at the 
vast Mountain View Grand Resort in 
Whitefield (mountainviewgrand. 
com). Built in 1856, it oozes history 
and has the oldest elevator in New 
Hampshire which is still manned by 
a concierge. However, there's nothing 
dated about either the rooms or the 
extensive dinner menu. 

It became the first resort in the 
state to gain AAA four diamond 
status for both dining and lodgings in 
the Conde Nast Traveler Readers' 
Choice Awards. 

The following morning we got 
involved in the resort's array of 
activities which vary from the 
relaxing to the downright bizarre. 

First we toured the farm, with its 
chickens, llamas and goats, and then 
hit the snow-coated hills for some 
tubing. Next came the axe-throwing 
competition which apparently is a 


skill in these parts. 

It's essentially darts but with axes 
which you launch from above your 
head to hit a board about 10 metres 
away. The closer to the bullseye, the 
more points you score. 

It was time for some relaxation and 
we headed to the hotel's Tower Spa to 
enjoy its infinity hot tub and strildng 
views of the White Mountains. 

After that we embarked on a 
guided nature walk at the AMC 
Highland Centre before experiencing 
the thrill of the snowmoblling. 

On our last night we stayed at the 
picturesque Christmas Farm Inn in 
Jackson and sat down for dinner with 
charming owners Gary and Sandra 
Plourde (christmasfarminn.com). 

It may have been smaller than the 
other hotels but it was the pick of the 
bunch - an absolute gem of a place. 
It's warm, welcoming and the 
restaurant is outstanding. The lobster 
and shrimp scampi will live long in 
the memory. 

Christmas Farm Inn is a collection 
of lodges dotted on the hillside above 
the main house, forming a small 
community of beautifully rustic and 
cosy cabins. 

It's the kind of setting you really 
don't want to leave and is perfect for 
both romantic breaks and family 
getaways. 

Having finally prised ourselves 
away after breakfast, we hit the slopes 
for one final time. 

We headed for Attitash Mountain 
Resort (attitash.com) which offers 
wide runs for all abilities with its 68 
trails and 11 lifts. There are also 
amazing views of Mount Washington 
across the valley. 

With around 200 inches of snow 
landing each year, there's no shortage 
of the white stuff and the thriving ski 
season runs from November through 
to the end of March. 

After a brief stop off at Remick 
Country Doctor Museum & Farm 
(remicWuseum.org), a 200-year-old

cooking experience, it was back to 
Boston for the journey home. 

My love for winter sports had been 
well and truly rekindled.

The chrysanthemum comes into its mums - and there are plenty of col¬ 





ours to choose from. 

'Emperor of China' is an old variety 
with lovely silvery pink flowers open¬ 
ing from dark mauve buds. Also pink 
are the single daisy- like flowers of 
'Clara Curtis! 

Look out for 'Nantyderry Sunshine' 
for a zingy yellow, or you may prefer 
the warmer tones of mssets and 
oranges of'Burnt Orange' and 'Paul 
Boissier! 

Heucheras are a great choice for 
your winter pots. Also known as Coral 
Bells, they send up wispy flowers in 
spring and summer but the main 
attraction is the foliage. 

They have been bred in many dif¬ 
ferent colours so you'll be able to pick 
according to your scheme. 

Deep purples and maroons such as 
'Blackberry Jam' and 'Eorever Purple' 
contrast beautifully with the vivid 
greens of'Lime Marmalade' and there 
are varieties in crimson, pink and 
apricot. 

'Autumn Cascade' is a mix of sea¬ 
sonal russets and reds, and with a 
semi-trailing habit would be beautiful 
in your hanging baskets as well. 

They don't like to dry out, so main¬ 
tain your watering to keep them look¬ 
ing good. Otherwise, they are pretty 
easy to care for and keep disease free 


- as a bonus slugs and snails aren't 
hugely tempted by them. 

There are trays of attractive cycla¬ 
men in the garden shops at the 
moment and it's hard to resist their 
perfect blooms in white, vivid pink 
and scarlet red combined with the 
decorative foliage. Ask for hardy 
varieties - florist varieties will only 
survive indoors but Cyclamen hederi- 
folium, for example, will not blink at 
frost. 

Bear in mind when planting autum¬ 
nal bedding such as cyclamen that 
they won't be putting on much growth 
in winter, so arrange them closely 
together. 

Green foliage is the natural partner 
to any burst of colour and there are 
plenty of possibilities from the classic 
topiary box balls and spheres to pyra¬ 


mid laurels. These make elegant focal 
points in a pot and can be garlanded 
below with some pretty violas, bellis 
perennis and polyanthus. 

Eor a less stmctured appearance in 
a pot, you could plant some hardy 
herbs such as sage and rosemary, or 
use evergreen ferns and sedges. 

Einally, some housekeeping advice 
- it is a good idea to refresh your 
planting medium. 

Throw out the old summer stuff 
onto your compost heap or in your 
borders somewhere. 

If you're forgetful about watering, 
position your pots where they will 
catch some rain. 

If you position them in a sheltered 
spot under the eaves near the house, 
you will need to tend to them 
regularly. 



Clean the greenhouse for winter < 


■ Autumn is here and the 
leaves are beginning to fall. 
Collect these and add to your 
compost heap. Or just collect in 
bags - puncture a few holes - to 
leave for a year to rot down. 

■ It's a great month for planting, 
the soil is still warm and will 
allow roots to settle in. So take a 
visit to your local garden centre 
and treat yourself to something. 

■ Fed up with your lawn? It's 
also a good time to roll out new

turf. Prepare ground well 
removing all weeds and rake to 
a fine tilth before laying afresh. 
Reduce mowing on existing 
lawns. 

■ Lift tender corms and plants 
like gladioli, cannas and dahlias 
before the winter frosts. 

In milder places, you might get 
away with a leaving in situ with a 
layer of mulch. 


Any houseplants that you took 
outdoors for their summer 
holidays can be taken back 
indoors now. 

■ Clean out veg beds of old 
materials and plant out spring 
cabbages and winter lettuces. 
Raise your pumpkins onto 
bricks to keep them dry and 
help ripen in time for 
Halloween. 

■ It's also good time to clean up 
the greenhouse for winter.

A What you have here is flax 
or linseed, Linum usitatis- 
simum. 

It's an annual plant grown 
for its fibre from which linen is 
made and the seeds are both 
eaten and turned into linseed 
oil. 

It probably did arrive in your 
garden via a bird who ate the 
seeds in a field growing flax or 
it was included in birdseed in a 
person's garden. 

It's a charming wildflower 



with its sky blue petals and is 
perfect for a country or 
cottage garden. 


PLANT OF THE WEEK 


TRICYRTIS HIRTA 

This is a really exotic 
beauty from Japan - 
although its common 
name of hairy toad lily 
would not indicate this. 

Beautiful white 
orchid-like flowers are 
heavily spotted with 
deep purple, set atop 
handsome dark green 
leaves. 

It's hardy and a 
wonderful plant for 
shade that flowers 


around now so will really 
stand out. 

However, don't tuck it 
away at the back as you 
want to be able to 
admire its beauty. It 
does best in a damp soil 
and therefore is not an 
ideal candidate for pots 
where it will easily dry 
out. 

Watch out for slugs 
and snails who are also 
fond of it.

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GOING POTTY 
FOR CONIFERS 



When winter sets in, conifers come into their own. Hannah Stephenson looks at 
the right conifers for the right places in the run-up to National Conifer Week 

^ onifers used to be seen 
as dull, boring and way 
too taU - thin^ 

Leylandii and you get 
my drift - but so many 
new varieties are now 
on the market that you 
can add colour, 

architecture and form to your garden 
when everything else has entered winter 
dormancy. 

Garden centres are now awash with 
more compact conifers, as National 
Conifer Week aims to demonstrate the 
variety and colours available and what 
you can do with them. 

Derek Spicer, chairman of the British 
Conifer Society and owner of Kilworth 
Conifers, explains: “We have between 
3,500-4,000 varieties and we are finding 
that the dwarf range we do is becoming 
much more popular. People are putting 
dwarf conifers with alpines and in rock 
gardens.” 

New and colourful varieties are starting 
to appear, he observes. 

“There are in particular a lot of PhiUyrea 
occidentalis cultivars, which offer golden 
colour and varying degrees of rates of 
growth. But they don’t suffer much from 
plant diseases.” 

You can add colour to the darkest scene 
with an array of conifers, he says. 

“There are some superb colours around 
now, mostly golds, but a few things which 
turn bronze or a reddish colour.” 



CREATE COLOURFUL HEDGING 


Keeping conifers in pots 
helps control their growth 


Create hedging out of conifers to 
provide natural barriers, privacy and a 
great backdrop to other planting. 

“Thuja occidentalis ‘degroot’s Spire’ will 
make a very narrow hedge, will grow to a 
couple of metres in 10 years and is easy to 
trim. There’s a really bright gold form of 
the Western Red Cedar, Thuja plicata 
‘Goldy‘, which is quite vigorous but very 
amenable to trimming. 

“Try Thuja occidentalis ‘smaragd’ - it’s 
Dutch for emerald - which is an upright, 
very narrow conifer with fine green 
foliage. It’s ideal for a suburban hedge, as 
it has a naturally tight growing habit. We 
have two or three golden forms of that, 
including ‘Golden Smaragd', ‘Golden 
Anne’ and a dwarf called ‘Filips Magic 
Moment‘, which should only need 
pmning at the top.” 

FOR SMALLER GARDENS 

Favourites for small gardens include 
Picea glauca ‘Jalako Gold‘, Taxus baccata 
‘standishii‘, Chamaecyparis obtusa ‘Nana 
Gracilis‘, Picea pungens ‘Glob-osa’ and 
Chamaecyparis lawsoniana ‘minima 
Aurea’. 

GO POTTY 

“Traditionally people have used the old 
Lawson cypress ‘Ellwoodii‘, but 1 don’t 
they’d stand in a container for a long time 
because people don’t tend to water them 


enough,” says Derek. “You get to late 
spring and a dry speU and no one 
realises things are getting dry. Conifers 
suffer if they dry out. 

“Better choices might be pines and if 
you went for a slower growing pine 
you’ve got an architectural form rather 
than a bolt upright type.” 

Regular upri^t conifers for pots 
would be underplanted with pansies or 
other spring-flowering plants, which can 
then be replaced with summer bedding 
to extend the season. The conifer can 
just remain in the pot. 

SHAPELY PYRAMIDS AND GLOBES 

Beautifully shaped conifers can make 
stand-alone features on a patio or in the 
middle of a lawn or be put with other 
formal evergreens to create sharp 
architecture features. 

Spherical or bun-shaped conifers 
create punctuation points at the edge of 
a border or at either side of entrances. 
They can also provide a great 
contrasting shape in a border of dainty 
perennials. 

FILL SPACE IN BORDERS 

“1 would put a number in rather than 


just one, mainly to give a bit more 
continuity. 

“Conifers lend themselves to a formal 
design at the back or dotted around. 
Alternatively, if you have a formal garden, 
put an inform^ array of conifers in, in 
different shapes and sizes.” 

Cryptomerias (Japanese cedar) should 
be considered, he suggests. C. ‘Elegans’ 
changes colour strongly in the winter (to 
purple and red), but it is a very vigorous 
grower. 

“However, you can trim it and hack 
lumps off it and you won’t hurt it.” 

There are slightly more compact 
versions you can buy including C. 

‘Elegans Compacta’ and ‘Elegans Nana‘, 
available from specialists. 

PLANTING TIPS 

Conifers are very amenable - they can 
be planted with virtually any compost, 
preferably in sun in an exposed position, 
although Taxus (yews) wiU be fine in 
shade and if you have a container in a 
shady spot they may fit the bill. But don’t 
let them dry out or over-water them or 
they will suffer.

HOW TO KEEP EROST 
AWAY FROM YOUR 
TENDER PLANTS 



Geraniums should be indoors overwinter 


AS THE weather cools down, plants will need covering, 
bulbs will need lifting or mulching and extra winter 
protection given to tender specimens which will have to 
be brought indoors if they are to survive the coldest 
months. 

So, what steps should you be taking? 

WRAP THEM UP 

Use horticultural fleece, hessian or bubble wrap to wrap 
around permanent plants in pots. You need to stop the 
roots from freezing, which could ultimately kill the plant. 

If you have lots of pots, huddle them together near a 
house wall, where it will be slightly warmer. They will 
insulate each other and you can use one large length of 
protective material to protect all the plants. Tie the cover 
round them securely so it doesn't blow off in winter. 

Next time you're planting a tender permanent specimen 
in a frost-resistant container, line the inside wall of the 
pot with bubble wrap to save you having to do it in the 
autumn. 

Plants in borders which can't easily be moved, such as 
tree ferns, should be wrapped in horticultural fleece, from 
the base of the trunk upwards. The leaves of tree ferns 
and other tender plants such as cordylines should be tied 
upright, packed with straw and covered with horticultural 
fleece, plus a layer of mulch should be laid over the root 
area. 

MAKE A FRAME 

Small tender shrubs can be protected with makeshift 
frames made from chicken wire or a wigwam made from 
bamboo canes packed with straw and then covered in 
netting. In wet weather, you may need to temporarily 
cover them with clear polythene to stop them rotting in 
the wet. 

If frost is forecast, keep a pair of old curtains to hand to 
cover borderline hardy plants overnight to prevent 
damage. 

MOVE THEM INDOORS 

Many tender plants, such as geraniums, begonias and 
half hardy fuchsias will need to be brought under cover 
before the first frosts. Put them in a frost-free 
greenhouse or garden shed to give them the best chance. 

LIFT PLANTS 

Dig up tubers and rhizomes of tender plants like cannas 
and dahlias once the foliage has been blackened by the 
first frost. Cut them down to within 5cm (2in) of the base 
and dig them up with a fork, taking care to avoid 
damaging the rhizomes, remove all loose soil and dry 
them off, before storing them in boxes of dry sand or soil 
in a cool, frost-free place like a shed (for dahlias) or a 
greenhouse or conservatory (for cannas). 

If you live in a mild area, you may get away with just a 
thick mulch such as straw or compost around the roots. 

If you can provide shelter for dahlias or cannas grown in 
containers, bring them under a porch or into an unheated 
greenhouse.

F rom the beautiful 
exterior to the push 
button ignition residing 
on the steering wheel 
the Alfa Romeo Giulia is 
a class act. Head-turning design 
is a given where Alfa is 
concerned and this perfectly 
proportioned saloon is a sight for 
sore eyes with not a crease out of 
place. 

Taking on the regiment of top 
quality German motors in this 
sector of the market is never 
easy, but where looks are 
concerned the Giulia has them 
beat with sleek lines, LED tail 
lights, a chrome exhaust, dark 
tinted rear windows and 
gorgeous alloys - revealing 
sporty red brake calipers - all 
part of a tasty recipe. 

But despite the good looks it is 
behind the wheel on the open 
road where the Giulia will really 
score with drivers seeking a fast 
and fun saloon. 

Alfa start by using lightweight 
materials ensuring an even 
weight distribution while rear 
wheel drive is incorporated into 
the mix for the first time in 20 
years. This leaves the front 
wheels free to concentrate on 
simply steering. 

Combined with the reasonably 
stiff suspension set up it all has 


a dramatic effect on the handling 
as the Giulia is easily the most 
well balanced Alfa I’ve taken 
into and out of a corner. 

The 2.2-litre 178bhp 
turbodiesel engine under the 
bonnet of the £33,000 JTDM-2 
Super model 1 drove earns 
similar plaudits as it is punchy - 
reaching 62mph from a standing 
start in a shade over seven 
seconds - as well as being 
reasonably refined. 

A 148bhp version of the oil 
burner is also offered as is a 
2.0-litre four-cylinder petrol 
model. 


The flagship Quadrifoglio 
model gets the benefit of a fire 
breathing twin-turbo 503bhp 
2.9-litre V6. 

They are all linked to an 
eight-speed automatic 
transmission which is a slick 
operator providing barely 
noticeable changes of gear. There 
are large paddles behind the 
wheel giving the option of 
manual changes. 

You get to choose between 
three driving modes through 
Alfa’s DNA selector with 
Advanced Efficiency, Natural 
and Dynamic altering the 


steering weight and throttle 
response. 

Despite the economy benefits 
of the first setting the car feels 
most at home in either of the 
latter two options as they make 
the most of the Giulia’s sporty 
nature. 

Running costs are kept on a 
tight rein for a sports saloon 
with a claimed fuel economy 
figure of more than 70mpg. In 
the real world 1 found this 
equated to around the SOmpg 
mark, but it is still likely to 
attract the attention of company 
executives travelling up and 


down the country - as is the low 
tax-reducing carbon dioxide 
emissions figure of 109g/km. 

The Giulia name started life 
with the 1962 Type 105 original, 
but there is nothing old 
fashioned about the interior of 
the latest incarnation. 

Top quality materials are used 
while the fit and finish are good. 
The cabin’s design mirrors the 
exterior for snazzy style with 
delightful dials and neat touches. 

The infotainment system in 
the Super model includes sat nav, 
a DAB radio, Bluetooth and USB 
connectivity and a rotary 
controller for the seven-inch 
colour screen on the centre 
console. 

There is plenty of space up 
front with a decent driving 
position easily attained. Space is 


okay in the back but legroom is a 
bit tight. 

The 480-litre boot is fairly 
spacious although 1 couldn’t get 
my golf bag into it without 
taking the longer clubs out. The 
opening is also on the narrow 
side and there is a high lip. 

There are cubby holes for your 
bits and bobs with a covered 
storage bin and glovebox 
handling the majority of your 
needs. 

So, with a heady mix of 
knockout good looks, great 
handling and reasonable 
running costs, the Giulia stands 
a good chance of attracting those 
looking for a compact saloon 
other than the usual German 
suspects made by Audi, BMW 
and Mercedes.

know-how and added other models along the way. 

One is the Levorg Estate (or Tourer as some of 
the posher rival car makers call them) which 
made its debut here two years ago and whilst 
Subaru remains one of the smaller Japanese car 
makers, in comparison to their fellow 
countrymen’s bigger volume car sellers, it gave 
them a new niche model to offer drivers here as an 
alternative to some of the better known brands. 

Now, in an effort to increase further awareness 
of Subaru models and hopefully attract more 
potential sales in the load-lugging estate sector, 
the Levorg has been given a major upgrade. 

The possible concern for would-be buyers is that 
at first glance this second generation Levorg 
doesn’t look too much difference from the original 
and Subaru themselves admit the power train, 
suspension and chassis basically remain 
unchanged. 

It’s not until you look more closely, particularly 
inside, and then actually drive it will most 
motorists realise there are subtle changes, 
noticeably in an overall improvement in terms of 
refinements and quietness whilst there’s a much 
softer-touch to the furnishings and fittings. 

From the outside looks it’s a case of as you were 
with the Levorg’s quite swept back silhouette and 
muscular sporty looks plus the booster engine 
scoop on the bonnet carried over from the original 
version as are the twin exhaust pipes at the back. 

Choice is easy too because again there’s just one 
model available - the 1.6i GT Lineartronic - 
powered by the twin scroll turbocharged 1.6-litre 
168bhp four cylinder engine and coming in at 
£29,995 on the road. 

Again it includes the same AWD active torque 
split system with a CVT six-speed automatic 
gearbox that also offers driver the choice to go 
manual with the steering wheel mounted ‘paddles’ 


for changing gears. 

Leaving it in natural automatic mode and this 
latest version is equally impressive and enjoyable 
to drive with quite smooth and responsive up and 
down gear change while opting for the ‘paddles’ 
then the driver can have even more fun and drive 
it in a more sporty fashion. 

Subaru has always made good, effective four 
cylinder engines and in this latest guise it keeps 
up that tradition and in the Levorg it gives the 
driver plenty of road grip and for an estate car it’s 
extremely agile with positive enough steering and 
albeit a ride really on the firm side sitting on 
18-inch alloy wheels 

Yes, there are perhaps rival estates of this 
nature out there which are more sports car 
driving in their manner but this Levorg is no 
slouch in the performance stakes - for example 0 
to 62mph takes 8.9 seconds - and it does excel 
when it comes to good, response mid range 
acceleration for overtaking other cars. 

Motorway cruising is a big plus in this car 
because on test it was remarkable quiet and 
relaxing, the improved seats make it more 
comfortable for long distance runs where on test it 
comfortably achieved 37.5mpg - quite close to the 
official combined figure of 39.8mpg. 

The other plus factor over some rivals is that 
it’s stacked up with an impressive array of 
standard kit that includes LED running lights, 
easy to use 7” multi function touch screen, leather 
sports seats and steering wheel, privacy glass, 
climate control, anti-lock brakes, adaptive cruise 
control while it’s the same agenda with safety 
features with plenty of airbags and the like. 

There are more sportier-minded rivals out there 
but at a price whereas the Levorg represents good 
value for money for anyone looking for this kind 
of estate.

suspension settings. 

Priced from £27,995, the i30 N

igger, bolder, more 
efficient and with even 
more tech, the new 
MINI Countryman 
arrived earlier this 
year. The Countryman is now 
built in Holland - not Oxford 
where most MINIS are made - 
and is probably the most 
controversial model to sport the 
famous badge as its large 
dimensions are dismissed by 
some fans of the brand. 

This second generation 
Countryman is selling well and 
proves that buyers love the MINI 
in this practical crossover style. 

As well as being considerably 
larger than the first model the 
new car is more expensive but 
you get lots more space for your 
cash as well as more equipment 
and quality. 

It also drives well and 
although it may not offer the 
razor sharp handling of some of 
the smaller hatch models, it does 
offer a nice driving experience 
and some fun. 

Available in a variety of diesel 
and petrol engines - there is also 
a plug-in hybrid powertrain - the 
Countryman can also be had 
with four-wheel-drive, so there 
are models to suit most tastes 
and pockets. 

The platform is shared with 
some other MINI products and 
with BMW’s XI and 2 Series 
Tourer and the engine in the 
diesel Cooper D I sampled also 
features in a number of other 
BMW products. 


It is the most economical 
model in the range and yet still 
produces bags of punch. 

The 2.0-litre four-cylinder 
engine produces ISObhp and is 
quiet and refined. It has a 
claimed combined figure of 
65.7mpg and I came very close to 
that on two reasonably long 
journeys. 

The Countryman may be 
bulkier than any other MINI but 
it still offers good handling. The 
ride is on the firm side but this 
helps the SUV to feel agile and 
sharp to drive. 

Driving modes 

The steering is quick and 
accurate and you can select from 
different driving modes if you 
specify the must-have Chili pack 
at £2,980 which also gives you a 
host of other goodies including 
larger alloys, front sports seats, 
leather steering wheel, heated 
front seats, automatic air 
conditioning, LED foglights and 
adaptive LED headlights. 

Another worthwhile option is 
the Media Pack at £950 which 
will give you a larger screen, the 
MINI Navigation System XL, 
Connected XL and enhanced 
Bluetooth with wireless 
charging. 

Inside the cabin is typical 
MINI with bags of style, neat 
touches and a large circular 
display that dominates the dash. 
It in turn is surrounded by 
multi-colour lights which change 
depending on driving habits and 
driving modes. 

There is plenty room for four 
adults to travel in comfort with 


good head and legroom and the 
large boot has room for 450 litres 
of luggage. That jumps to an 
impressive 1,390 litres with the 
split rear seats folded. 


At £23,850 on the road the 
Countryman D is well specced 
and owners have scope to 
personalise their vehicles by 
dipping in to the tempting 


options list. The final total for 
the car I drove was a hefty 
£32,145 as it was crammed with 
extras. 

The Countryman is now a real 


player in the compact SUV 
market and it will continue to 
find willing buyers thanks to its 
of style, economy, practicality 
and premium quality.

Hosts hold out for narrow victory over Norwich 


HARLOW held out for a narrow
